Tho ‘‘Dalyokaya Okrainn” 
publishes an account of a remarkable sequel 
which is, translated by the Japan Adver- 
tisor”:—On Tuesday, the 23rd ult, Ar- 
noldoff produced Gogol’s immortal comedy 
“NRevizor.” But no sooner had Arnoldoff 
appeared on the scene, than from the 
audionce arose donfoning hisses and eries 
of “Down with Amoldof! Down with 
the brate Arnoldoff! Don't soil the theatre 
with your presence !” ote., ete, It should 
be stated that at the beginning of the 
second act the audience tried to got] 
Arnoldoff to appear, but anticipating their 
object, lined. Then, cloven actors 
and netreises camo on and began vigorously 
to applaud Arndldoff, while tho Intter, 
turning to theso, bowed profoundly and 
blew them kisuca!! At this moment some- 
body in the audience began to address the 
actors and the house quictened down, The 
address was substantially as follows : 

“Messieurs the artists, the lotter of

Madame Dolskaya, which appeared in the 


columns of a local paper, attracted 
attention, and we did not wish to believe 
the fuets contained in that letter; however, 
the silence of Mr Amoldoff and Varina, 
and of the other artists during tho last 
four days has forecd us to conclude that 
‘tho facts concerning the gross insult to an 
individual by M. Arnoldoff nnd Madame 
Varina are incontrovertible, Now, there- 
foro, your applauding of Mr Arnoldoff is not 
arefutation of the fact, but only an encour- 
agement on your partofabominableconduct, 
We understand your material uncertainty, 
fear for the morrow, and dependerce on 
Arnoldoff, which compels you to be s0 
pitiful and to crawl before this person.” 
Several voices from the troupe tried to roply, 
but they were drowned by that of the actress 
Gorskaya, who was seated ina box in the 
second fier. The latter reproached the 
public in that, while very well realiz- 
ing the position of the artists, they 
were nevertheless not restraincd by the 
danger of depriving 28 human beings of 
their bread and butter. Neither M. 
Arnoldoff nor anybody alsovtried to utter 
a word in reply to the charge advanced 
against M. Arnoldoff and Mailame Varina, 
but sought continually to avoid oxplanation. 
Tt was obvious that the ground hnd fairly 
slipped from under Arnoldoff'r feet, and |” 
those of his supporters after the following 
question had been put to him by one 
of tho audience :— 

“Do you not remomber, Mr Arnoldoff, 
that you had an accidental witness of your 
chastisement of Madame Dolskaya, in tho 
person of the volunteer fireman Mr 
Kislyakoff, » man who, not | cing material- 
ly dopendent on you, darcd to speak only 
the truth?” After this, one of tho 
applauding artists, without attempting to 
say a word in defence of Arnoldoff and 
Varina, in 8 passionate speech urged the j° 
audience to te quiet, if only out of respoct }- 
for the memory of the. author of 
the play, Gogol. To this tho audience 
made the following reply : Rovering Gogol’s 
memory, we protestagainst such an outrage 
as the introduction into the play of Mr. 
Arnoldoff, but as you, in spite of our 
demands, do not wish to remove Arnoldoff, 
we, not wishing to remain witnesses of an 
insult to the sanctity of Gogol’s memory, 
will leave tho theatre,” and thercupon the 
audience, withTche exception of from 26 to 
30 persons, noisily withdrew from the 
house.

A romarkable accident by which ton 
soldiers wore injured occurred at Aldershot 
on July 10, eee RY 

For the bonofit of the men ‘of the Third 
Infantry Brigade, uow undergoing their 
unual training, a section of the Royay 
Engineers gave a demonstration on.a largo 
scalo of the blowing up of earthworks. 

The demonstration was given at Frith 
Hill. The enginecora prepared their mines 
under large earthworks there, and, under 


Brigadlor-General Campbell, 1,000 troops Kai 


wero drawn. up 1,000 yards away to. seo the 
earthworks blown high into tho air. It 
was considered that the truops wore quite 
safo in standing 1,000 yards from the 
explosion, 

At on signal the mincs under the 
ramparts wore fired. After thag all was 
confusion. Almost simultanoously with 
thy roar of the explasion came erics of 
pain fram tho ranks, and.a tiumber of mon 
dropped to the ground, The explosion 
had hurled a shower of stones and earth in 
tlio direction of the men’. 

There was a shout of “ Lio down," and 


just as the troops dropped a second mino |- 


exploded, and this time another shower of 
stones passed harmlessly over them, 

Ten men were carried away.on stretchers 
and two were so badly hurt that they were 
taken to the Counaught Military Hospital. 

It is thought that the explosive instead 
of acting in uv upward. and downward 
direction, as was expected, cxpended its 
force laterally, und so dashed a shower of 
missiles in the direction of the men. 

A sapper in the entrenchments had his 
kneecap blown off. Most of the wounds

on George Ward, who is coming to Eng- 
land. 

Ward, who is stated to ho an English- 
man, is coming over in connection with a 
claim to a fortune of £100,000, te which 
he is thought to be the long-missing heir. 

This romance of a whipping and a for- 
tuno is n strange one. 

Ward, who is fifty years oldand o farmer 
at Resaca, in Madison County, marsied 
sovoral years ago. . 

After a time, whon his wife fell ill of 
consumption, his neighkours took to gos- 
siping about his treatment of her. 

Atlength Mra Ward died. Her husband 
was driving back from her funeral through 
tho village of Resaca when thirty women 
sprang out of ambush, masked and armed 
with whips, hickory switches, and pieces of 
Inth, 

The women swrounded the vehicle and 
dragged the struggling man out upon the 
road. A dozen hauds quickly slipped a 
noose around Ward’s neck and he was 
held helpless, while the others of the 
masked party promptly proceeded to whip 
him almost into insonsibility. 

Nor was this all. Tho whipping over, 
they brought red paint and liquid tar and 
daubed them all over his hair-and whiskers, 
until tho poor man was a sight indecd. 

Tho victim of the attack went home ox- 
pressing a determination to discover who 
the wemon were and prosecute them. 

But a strangor result than prosecution 
was to follow the attack. Tho story of it 
was published broadcast not” only in 
Ameriéa, but in Europe. : 

Amongst those who read-it was a well- 
known solicitor in England, who was at. 
tracted by tha statement that Ward was an 
Englishman. Hye camo to tho conclusion 
that the victim of tho attack was the man 
for whom he had long been searching—tho 
missing heir to a £100,000 estate. 

Ward received a letter enclosing severa) 
suttings from English newspapors describ- 
ing tho whipping in detail. Tho letter 
weit into the facts of the case and asked 
him if he-could send on documents which 
would provo his birth and identity. © And

The Hon. Francis Patrick Clements, 
brother of tho Earl of Leitrim, isat pre- 
sont in New York, where he arrived re- 
cently with the sum-of £2 in his pocket.

It appears from o message despatched 
by tho St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
_ MiMathiohi on Taly @-that tha ‘Novo 
Vromya" is very wnnceessarily exercised 
about the future relations between Japan 
and England and America.

Japan is 
now aiming at Americ She will 
obtain a grout war indomnity. from that 
country, aud — therewith enormously 
sirengthon hor navy. Then she will be 
roudy to attack Gront Britain, Frum a Ras- 
pian point of view, the “* Novoo Vromya” 
considera that an Aimoricun-Japancse war 
vould ben snisfortune, as another vietory be 
Japan would gyoatly incresse hor strength 
and Russia requires peace for at least thir y 
years. Without war, however, Japan can- 
‘not, bear her heavy military burdens, while 
she fenrs that if war is lon deferred hor 
“‘gamurai spirit” will not be in existance 
when the need comes for it.
